The  steamer  calls  at  Ketchikan,  the  great 
salmon  port;  Wrangell,  city  of  Totem  poles;  Juneau,  the  new  capital 
of  Alaska,  and  Skagway,  the  gateway  to  the  Yukon,  where  a  day  will 
be  spent.  The  return  journey  will  be  by  the  same  route  as  the  northern 
passage  until  arrival  at  Prince  Rupert.  Continue  from  there  in  the 
same  steamer  to  Vancouver,  where  a  two  hour  visit  will  be  made;  to  Vic- 
toria, the  capital  of  British  Columbia,  and  through  Puget  Sound  to 
Seattle.
